As ene of the elements, all nature, 
auimate or inanimate, experi¢nces its influence. 
tz drinking, it may be poetically Jaid to kifs a lady’s 
dips; in wafhing, it alfifts in drejfine Aer, and by 
producing cleandinejs, is frequently the create? or- 
nament to her perfon.
